"We demand — and we are 


going to have — respect for law 
and order in this land," Johnson 
said Tuesday 
in addressing 


members of (he Citizens Com- 
mittee for Community Relations 
that will help implement the 
new Civil Rights Act. 


Using the occasion to lecture 


the country on. the racial issue, 
Johnson spoke sharply about 
speculation on the effects of the 
"white backlash" in Ihe forth- 
coming election. 
. He said it is time to "cease 
this cynical guessing of who will 
be helped — who will be hurt — 
by disorders and disobedience 
and disrespect for the decency 
of our society. 


"AH will be hurt — none will 


be helped — if responsible cit- 
izens sit on the sidelines regard- 
ing the stability of our society 
as a spectator sport." 


The question facing the na- 


tion, he said, is not how whites 
or Negroes will vote in Novem- 
ber, "the question is now they 
shall work together and succeed 
together for the next hundred 
Novembers to come." 


Americans, he said, can mas- 


ter the racial problem "or we 
can leave it to njaster us" and
